THE EXPORTS.
The foreign commerce of tho Uni'ed

States In coal, whether of Imports or ex¬

ports, 1b extremely small compared with
the domestic production, in wh.ch tnu
United States now exceeds any other
country of the world. Importations ot
coal have never reached as much as two
million tons in a s ngle yearTprloi* to the
fiscal year .«.J, when they were 3.610.225
tons, or a little more than one per cent,
of tho domestic production, while the
highest ngure ever reached In exports
was In 1901, when It amounted to 7,675.543
tons. The· relative Importance of the im¬
porte or exports to the coal product.on
from the mines of the Un tod Slates is
shown by the figures of coal production
ß-s reported from year to year by the
Geological Survey,.which shows that the
total coal production In the last year
was 2»;0 million long tons, tho quantity
being about tho same as IMI, In which
year tho figures wero quoted as 201.173,075
tons. The growth in coal production In
the United States is shown by tne fol.ow-
lng table, which shows the number of

DR. STALKER
COMING HERE

World-Famed Scholar Ac¬
cepts Position of Special
Leclurer at Seminary.

The announcement is made that the
Rev. Prof. James Stalker, D. D., of tho
united Free Church College, Aberdeen,
Scotland, has accepted tho pos.tlon of
special lecturer a^ Union Theological
Seminary, of this c.ty, and will de.iver
a course of lectures there about n.o
middle of April.. 1ÖH, on "The bth.cal
Teaching of Our Lord."
Dr. Stalker is one of the distinguished

scholars of tho world. He probably has
a, wldôr hearing among Bible students
lhan any other writer of the day on re¬

ligious themes. Thousands of people havo
read his books such as Imago Chr 8.1,
The Preacher and His Models, Men and
Morals, The Trial and Death of Jesus
Christ, Tho Life of Christ, and The Life
of St. Paul. In his letter to Rev. Dr.
Turnbull, accepting the invitation of the
trustees and faculty, he speaKs of the
keen desire he has long had to visit the
South, and adds: "Naturally I am grot.
illed at bolng Invited to visit the pnnci-
pal 'seminary there belonging to tny own

denomination."
After a visit to Richmond and th-3 Sem¬

inary, Mr. T. B. Penfield, of the Inter¬
national Y. M. C. A. of Theological
Seminaries, has announced that there, is
a probability that the b'-anntnl (infer¬
ence of theological students will be hold
next year at the Seminary, in November
or December. There will be rjprusouta-
tlvcs of all theological seminaries of all
denominations in tho eastern part oí
the United States.

FOR NOVEMBER 1, 1903.
STUDIES IN~TH¿ OLD TESTAMENT.

Subject: Absalom and David..IT. Samuel xv, 1-12.
Golden Text : -"Honor thy father and thy mother that thy

days may bo lon^ upon tho land which tho Lord thy God givoth
thee.".Ex. xx, 12._

"CONTEXT..Our last historio lesson,
studied October 11th, was In the seventh
chapter. Tho sight Intervening chap¬
ter« treat David's sin with Ilaih-sliooa,
the murder of Uriah, th« preaching of
David; tho death of hi« child, tho birth
of Solomon, the subjugation of the Amo·
nltes tho pin and murder of Arnmor.. tho
flight of Absalom to Goshur, his moth¬
er's home, his return to Jeruaom
through tho Intercess on of Joab, and
his reconciliation with David. Tho evils
of the polygnmus system were beginning
to appear In tho household of JJav d,
who, ns mentioned had followed the cus¬
tom of Eastern Kings, In violât, on of the
law of nnture nnd of God. (Gen li:l*S).
from this timo forward ho reaped a Just
retribution In the rivalries and Jealousies
of numerous wives and their son«. (Gal.
vl:7). It was apparent that In a fow
years the throne would bo vacant. Many
aspirant.·!, forgetful of all propriety, we e

Plotting for tho succession and Jerusalem
was tilled with factious whoso movements
caused the King much unrest,
PREPARATION'..Tho flm son of Da¬

vid, Arnmon, was dead (II Sam. xlll:2S-2.l)
and Chilla h also, Inasmuch as he was

never mentioned, ? the second son, had
probably deceased. This made Absalom,
the third son, heir to the throne. His
mother was Moacah, the daughter of
Talmal, the King of Geshur, a Syrian dis¬
trict lying on the northeast of tho Ho,y
Land, (II Bam. 111:5). While a fugitive
at his father-in-law's court (II Sam.
xlll:38) he may have conceived the pur¬
poses which afterward dominated him, or

he may have feared that unless early
and decisivo measures were adopted
Bath-Sheba's son might supplant him.
He therefore prepared while his fati er

wee llv'ng to gain regal powers. As soon

as David had been reconciled (xlv:33), ho
set promptly to work. His flrst act was

¡ to secure, chariots and horses, contrary
to the law (Deut. xvltl:16), but no one

would know that he had a.iv purl·· so

contrary tu his father's will. Next he

engaged fifty men to run before him as

an advanced guard. This Invested him
with dignity, constituting him a mili¬
tary officer entitling him to respect.
JUDGEMENT..Havlnç thus a piato In

the government Absalom sought oppor¬
tunity for the exorcise of authorliv. Had
there been war he might havo distinguish·
ed himself in battle. Uut as it was a

time of peace he was compelled to enter
into the ordinary affai.·« of life. The
administration of Justice was loosely con¬

ducted. David had given lttentl'.r. to for¬
eign ware and neglected dptncsth inter·
este. As a result many came with com¬

plaints and found no one to hear tliem.

[ And so "Absalom stood beside the way
of the gate," where all manner of d f-
ferenccs were adjusted (Ex. xvlil'.lCi the
court-room of those Umes and gave nn

attentive ear to all who came. It woe

a valuable service which he rendered, ap-

j predated by the people with whom be
came In contact, because be was tv-e

King's son. It was a service that might
have been rendered with a praise-worthy

! motive, deserving the thanks of his fath-
er. But below every other consideration

I was the sinister desire for the thron?,
INTRIGUE..Absalom did not stand In

I the gate to Judge men. He had no right
to do that. The King had not deputed
him to such business. He was there to

win the dissatisfaction, those who came

for justice and found it not. His method
was adroit. (Verses 3 and 4.) He first
took sides with tho complainant. After
hearing, tie pronounced the cause Just.
(Psalm xlh. 2.) That was calculated to
gain friendships. Next he declared that
there was no one authorized to sit on

the case, tho same as to say that the
department of Justice was a failure,
prohably not far from the truth. That
assertion was designed to awaken cri¬
ticism upon David. Then came the
third point for which the other two pre¬
pared the way, an earnest desire that
he might be made Judge. (Prov. xxv.,
0-7.) and a promise that he would do
the honorable thing by each complain¬
ant. By these secret artifices, feigning
to be the friend to the unfortunate, Ab¬
salom Intrigued day after day in the
public places dedicated to the rights of
men, seeking to bring the government of
his father Into contempt and to elevate
himself as the disinterested benefactor,
waiting and anxious to servo the people,
HYPOCKISY..He who would gain a

following among men must convinco
them of his regard. "Universal human¬
ity Is so Intent on personal gain as never

to trust one who does not with unselfish
surrender become a servant. It was

therefore necessary for Absalom to do
more than pronounce a cause Just, re¬

gret that there was no on« to judge it
and offer himself as willing to ndjust
the griovance. He must exhibit the dis¬
position of his heart. That he did with
consumato skill, When any one ap¬
proached to do reverence to him, ho put
forth his hand and kissed tho person.
He knew -what grace it puts upon tho
great to be courteous and condescend¬
ing, and how much it wins the common

people. (Pfinlm x., 9.) Absalom was a

typical office-seeker, and his kind has
been produced in this country in great
numbers. His hypocrisy was successful.
Ho stole the hoarts of the men of Israel,
Just ns now a schemer has been pre¬
ferred to another of greater worth.
(Rom. xvl., 18.)
DECEIT..At last the time camo for

Absalom to take the decided step for the
throne of Ills father. The chariots, the
forerunners, the admirers nnd followers
gained In the gate were only preliminary.
He resolved to retire to Hebron and
there be declared king. It Is lmposslblo
to state why he selected that city. Some |
think that Jndnh had become measurably
dissatisfied with David because they
were merged and overlooked In tho largo
empire he had established. Others think
that Absalom had gained the most fol-
lowers in that tribe, or that he resolved
to bogln where his father did. (II. Sam.
II,, 11.) Whatever his motive, ho ro-
aorted to a trick in Its execution. He
pleaded with David that while absent In
Geshur he had vowed to serve the Lord
If permitted to return to Jerusalem, nnd
now asked to go to Hebron for that
purposO. Ostensibly lie put forth a re¬
ligious errand, while actually ha pro¬
posed rebellion. He knew that David
would do as he did, send him away with
a blessing.
AI.LIEH.-.Before leaving Jerusalem

for Hebron Absalom took measures lo
secure popular support when he should
be Invested with kingly prerogative.
Spies or messengers were sent Into all
the tribes, that the ontlro Israelltish
nation might be made aware at one and
the same time of what was about to
transpire, It is probable that these mes¬
sengers went to those who, by flutter¬
ing word and obsequious k|ss, had "been
made friends of tho young man, An
agreed signal, the sound of the trumpet,
Bhould proclaim to them that Absalom
reigned. These arrangements perfected,
Absalom set out for Hebron, as David
supposed, to worship, God, followed by
two hundred men who did not know the
real mission. (Prov. xvl., 16.) The plot
was well laid, It was expected that all
susplolon would be removed from the

minds of the king and bis counaclors
when tho procession moved out of the
city, nnd Hint when, shortly after. ttfh
trumpets sounded, there woulel be a
general uprising of tho people, who
would rally about the new king.
COUNHEL.-Up to this point thero Is

no evoldenco that Absalom did not plan
his own movements, lio soomed to con-
s der himself suniclently wlso to tletjr-
mine the best method of accompllsbllig
his purpose. But now that ho Is out on
tho uncertain beginnings of an ambitious
careor. not knowing what the result may
be, ho sends for Ahlthophnl,- tho counselor
of Da-vld, (Psalm XLI, 0). This man ivas

chosen, partly because he was esteemed
very wise, and partly hr-cause, through
some misunderstanding. He had been dis¬
missed from public service. (Mle-iih, VII,
0), While performing his protended ser¬
vices at Hebron Absalom sent for
Ahithophel to make him the tool In Ms
nefarious undertakings. Thereafter the
consuplracy was strong. Many pcop'.o h st¬
oned from various parts, led by considera¬
tions of personal profit In tho main, and
the adherents to the new king rapidly
Increased In numbers. Thus while Dav'.d
ruled In Jerusalem ills son was estab¬
lishing a rival government a few miles
distant.
CONCLUSION.-Thl-, passage Is chiefly

instructive to sons and fathers. Hero ie
an exhibition of unprincipled ambition.
Tho outcome will appear next week. But
no one can view with approval tho me¬
tí-res and conduct of Absalom, whatever
the result. Standing In the gate, with ob¬
sequious kiss and flattering words, cn-

slderlng the government and commending;
himself, departing to a distant place with
professions of loyalty to God, yet send¬
ing out spies to proclaim him king, wor¬
shipping In Hebron, yet seeking the coun¬
sel of ono who. known for his cunning,
had been thrust out of public confidence.
Absolem is a pattern of deceit and fraud,
On the other hand what shall be i'a.J of a
man who raises such a son. (Prov- X.XÎI,,
6). Dayjd could fight battles and build on
empire. He could write hymns and' estab¬
lish public worship. He could gather
treasures and enrich a nation. With the
exception of ono transaction he could
provo himself a saint. But, l.ke many
other great men. ho was not eminently
successful as a father. ¡Eph. VI. 4).
